If nothing can be found 
on which y ou can support y our weig ht, 
do not a ttem pt to walk out toward 
the person to he rescued, but lie fiat 
on y our fa ce and crawl out, as by 
doing this much less weig ht bears at 
any one point on the Ice than in walk­ 
ing . 
If y ou y ourself break throug h 
the Ice remember that if y ou try to 
crawl up on the broken edg e it will 
very likely break ag ain with y ou. 
If 
rescuers are near, It would be much 
better to support y ourself on the edg e 
of the ice and wa it for them to come

This la tter is 6,500 feet long and there 
are some enormous and otherwise re­ 
markable ice formations. 
It is rare

ing in this cave, and a cessa tion ta kes 
v t 
place only when a prolong ed spell of 
warm rain 
penetra tes 
into 
these 
depths, when the ice shows a .slig ht 
tendency to melt. 
The ca ve consists 
of one g reat hall with icy wa lls and 
ice 
dome 
covered 
with 
g rotesque 
forms. 
One of these halls, is 306 feet 
in leng th, 231 feet in width and 116 
feet in heig ht, which is notable for 
the remarkable formations, but 
the 
la rg est hall is known as King Arthur’s 
dome, which is 660 feet long , 330 feet 
wide and 100 feet hig h. 
There is an 
underg round river of

throug h the cave and at its foot Is a

lake. 
Some rocks found in the river 
bear 
indications 
of

broug ht down to these depths from 
the central Alps.

dep artm ents of the gov ernment or 
which look to them for early treat­ 
m ent in the future, because the list 
U long, v ery long, and would suffer 
In the abbrev iation to which I should 
hav e to subject i t 
I shall submit to 
y ou the rep orts of the heads of the 
sev eral dep artm ents, in which these 
subjects are set forth in careful de­ 
tail, and beg that they may receiv e the 
thoughtful attention of y our commit­ 
tees and of all members of the con­ 
gress who may hav e the leisure to 
study them. Their obv ious imp ortance, 
as constituting the v ery substance of 
the business of the gov ernment, makes 
com m ent and emp hasis on my p art un­ 
necessary . 
The country , I am thankful to say . 
Is at p eace with all the world, and 
m any hap p y m anifestations multip ly 
about us of a growing cordiality and 
sense of community of interest among 
the nations, foreshadowing an age of 
settled p eace and good will. More and 
m gre readily each decade do the na­ 
tions m anifest their willingness to 
bind them selv es by solemn treaty to 
the p rocesses of p eace, the p rocesses 
of frankness ahd fair concession.

far the United States has stood at the 
front of such negotiations. 
She will, 
I earnestly hop e and confidently be­ 
liev e, giv e fresh p roof of her sincere 
adherence to the cause of interna­ 
tional friendship by ratify ing the sev ­ 
eral treaties of arbitration awaiting 
renewal by the senate. In addition to 
these, it has been the p riv ilege of the 
dep artm ent of state to gain the as­ 
sent, in p rincip le, of no less than 31 
nations, rep resenting 
four-fifths 
of 
the p op ulation of the world, to the ne­ 
gotiations of treaties by which it shall 
be agreed that whenev er differences 
of interest or of p olicy arise which 
cannot be resolv ed by the ordinary 
p rocesses of dip lomacy they shall be 
p ublicly analy zed, discussed, and re­ 
p orted up on by a tribunal chosen by 
the p arties before either nation deter­ 
mines its course of action. 
There is only one p ossible standard 
by which to determ ine controv ersies 
between the United States and other 
nations, and th at is comp ounded of 
these two elem ents: Our own honor 
and our obligations to the p eace of 
the world.

threatens, if long continued, to Im- 
hav e but to look about y ou in any 


Mex ico Has No Gov ernment. 
There is but one cloud up on our ho­ 
rizon. 
That has shown itself to the 
south of us, and hangs ov er Mex ico. 
There can be no certain p rosp ect of 
p eace in America until General H uerta 
has surrendered his usurged authority 
in Mex ico; until it is understood on 
all hands, indeed, that such p retended 
gov ernments will not be countenanced 
or dealt wuth by the gov ernment 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
We 
are 
the 
friends of constitutional gov ernment 
in America; we are 
more than 
its 
friends, we are its champ ions; because 
in no other way can our neighbors, to 
whom we would wish in ev ery way to 
make p roof of our 
friendship , work 
out their own dev elop ment in 
p eace 
and liberty . 
Mex ico has no gov ern­ 
ment. 
The attem p t to m aintain one 
at the City of Mex ico 
has 
broken 
down, and a mere m ilitary desp otism 
has been set up w’hich has hardly more 
than the semblance of national author­ 
ity . 
It originated in the usurp ation 
of Victoriano 
Huerta, 
who, after a 
brief attemp t to p lay the p art of con­ 
stitutional p resident, has at last cast 


p eril the interests of p eace, order and 
tolerable life in the lands immedi­ 
ately to the south of us. Ev en if the 
usurp er had succeeded in his p urp oses, 
in desp ite of the constitution of the 
rep ublic and the rights of Its p eop le, 
he would hav e set up nothing but a 
p recarious and hateful p ower, which 
could hav e lasted but a little while, 
and whose ev entful dowmfall 'would 
hav e left the country In a more de­ 
p lorable condition than ev er. But he 
has not succeeded. 
He has forfeited 
the resp ect ánd the moral 
sup p ort 
ev en of those who were at one time 
willing to see him succeed. Little by 
little he has been comp letely isolated. 
By a little ev ery day his p ower and 
p restige are crumbling and the col­ 
lap se Is not far aw’ay . We shall not. 
I believ e, be obliged to alter our p ol­ 
icy of watchful waiting. 
And 
then, 
when the end comes, we shall hop e to 
see constitutional order 
restored in 
distressed Mex ico by the concert and 
energy of such of her leaders as p re­ 
fer the liberty of their p eop le to their 
owm ambitions. 
Rush Cup p cncy Bill. 
I turn to m atters of domestic con­ 
cern. 
You already hav e under con­ 
sideration a bill for the reform of our 
sy stem of banking and currency , for 
whi¿h the country waits w’ith Imp ati­ 
ence, as for something fundamental 
to its whole business life and neces­ 
sary to set credit free from arbitrary 
and artificial restraints. I need not say 
how earnestly I hop e for its early en­ 
actm ent into law. I take leav e to beg 
that the whole energy and attention 
of the senate be concentrated up on it 
tip the m atter Is scccessfully disp osed 
of. And y et I feel that the request is 
not needed—that the members of that 
great house need no urging in this 
serv ice to the country . 
I p resent to y ou, In addition, the 
urgent necessity that sp eck^l p rov ision 
be made, also for facilitating the cred­ 
its needed by the farm ers of the coun­ 
try . 
The p ending currency bill does 
the farmers a great serv ice. 
It p uts 
them up on an equal footing w ith other 
business men and m asters of en­ 
terp rise, as it should; and up on Its 
p assage they will find themselv es quit 
of many of the difficulties which now’ 
ham p er them In 
the field of credit. 
The farmers, of course, 
ask 
and 
should be giv en no sp ecial p riv ilege, 
such as ex tending to them the credit 
of the gov ernment itself. 
W hat they 
need and should obtain is legislation 
which will make their own abundant 
and substantial credit resources av ail­ 
able as a foundation for joint, con­ 
certed local action in their own be- 


rural district to see the result, the 
handicap and em barrassm ent 
which 
hav e, been p ut up on those who p ro­ 
duce our food. 
Conscious of this backwardness and 
neglect on our p art, the congress re­ 
cently 
authorized the creation of a 
sp ecial commission to study the v ari­ 
ous sy stems of rural 
credit 
which 
hav e been p ut into op eration In Eur­ 
op e, and this commission is already 
p rep ared to rep ort. 
Its rep ort ought 
to make it easier for us to determine 
what methods will be best suited to 
our own farmers. I hop e and believ e 
that the committees of the senate and 
house will address themselv es to this 
m atter with the most fruitful results, 
and I believ e that the studies and re­ 
cently formed p lans of 
the dep art­ 
ment of agriculture may be made to 
serv e them v ery greatly in their w’ork 
of framing ap p rop riate and adequate 
legislation. It would be indiscreet 
and p resump tuous In any one to dog­ 
matize up on so great and many -sided 
a question, but I feel confident that 
common counsel w’lll p roduce the re­ 
sults we must all desire. 
Sto p Priv a te Mo no po ly . 
Turn from the farm to the w’orld of 
business w hich centers in the city and 
in the factory , and I think 
that all 
thoughtful observ ers will agree that 
the immediate serv ice we owe 
the 
business communities of the country 
is to p rev ent p riv ate monop oly more 
effectually than it has y et been p re­ 
v ented. I think it will be easily agreed 
that we should let the Sherman anti­ 
trust law stand, unaltered, as it is, 
but that w’e should as much as p ossi­ 
ble reduce the area of that debatable 
ground by further and more ex p licit 
legislation; and should also 
sup p le­ 
ment 
that 
great act 
by legislation 
which will not only clarify It but also 
facilitate its adm inistration and make 
it fairer to all concerned. 
Nq doubt 
we shall all wish, and the country will 
ex p ect, this to be the central subject 
of our deliberations during the p res­ 
ent session; but It Is a subject so 
many -sided and so deserv ing of care­ 
ful and discriminating discussion that 
I shall take the liberty of addressing 
y ou up on It In a sp ecial message at a 
later date than this. 
It Is of cap ital 
imp ortance that the business men of 
this country should be reliev ed of all 
uncertainties of 
law with regard to 
their enterp rises and inv estments and 
a clear p ath indicated which they can 
trav el without anx iety . 
It Is as Im­ 
p ortant that they should be reliev ed 
of em barrassm ent and 
set 
free 
to 
p rosp er 
as 
that 
p riv ate monop oly 
should be destroy ed. 
The way s 
of 
half in getting the cap ital they must 
action should be thrown wide op en. 
use. 
It is to this we should now ad­ 
dress ourselv es. 
It has, singularly enough, come to 
p ass that we hav e allow’ed the indus­ 
try of our farms to lag behind the 
other activ ities of the country in its 
dev elop ment, 
I need not stop to tell 
y ou how fundamental to the life of 
the Nation is the 
p roduction of its 
food. Our thoughts 
may ordinarily 
be concentrated up on the cities and 
the hiv es of Industry , up on the cries 
of the crow'ded m arket p lace and the 
clangor of the factory , but it is from 
the quiet intersp aces of the op en v al­ 
ley s and the free hillsides that we 
draw the sources of life and of p ros­ 
p erity , from the farm and the ranch, 
from the forest and the mine. 
W ith­ 
out these ev ery street w’ould be si­ 
lent, ev ery office deserted, ev ery fac­ 
tory 
fallen Into disrep air. 
And y et 
the farm er does not stand up on the 
same footing w ith the forester and the 
miner in the m arket of credit. He is 
the serv ant of the seasons. 
Nature 
determ ines how long he must wait for 
!iis crop s, and will not be hurried in 
her p rocesses. He may giv e his note, 
but the season of its m aturity dep ends 
up on the season when his crop ma­ 
tures, lies at the gates of the m arket 
where his p roducts are sold. And the 
security he giv es is of a character not 
known in the broker’s office or as fa­ 
miliarly as it might be on the counter 
of the banker. 


I turn to a subject which I 
hop e 
can be handled p romp tly and with­ 
out serious controv ersy of any kind. 
I mean the method of selecting nomi­ 
nees for the p residency of the United 
States I 
feel 
confident 
that 
I 
do 
not 
m isinterp ret 
the wishes 
or 
the 
ex p ecetations 
of 
the 
country when 
I urge the 
p romp t 
enactment of legislation which will 
p rov ide for p rimary elections through­ 
out the country at w’hich the v oters of 
the sev eral p arties may choose their 
nominees for the p residency without 
the interv ention of nominating con­ 
v entions. I v enture the 
suggestion 
that this legislation should p rov ide 
for the retention of p arty conv entions, 
but only for the p urp ose of declaring 
and accep ting the v erdict of the p ri­ 
maries and formulating the p latforms 
of the p arties; 
and I suggest that 
these conv entions should consist not 
of delegates chosen for the single p ur­ 
p ose, but of the nominees for con­ 
gress, the nominees for v acant seats 
in the senate of the United States, the 
senators whose term s hav e not y et 
closed, 
the 
national 
committees, 
and the candidates for the p residency 
themselv es, in order that p latforms 
may be framed by those resp onsible 
to the p eop le for carry ing them into 
effect. 


The Fa rming Interest* . 
The agricultural dep artm ent of the 
gov ernment is 
seeking 
to assist as 
nev er before to make farming an effi­ 
cient business, of wide co-op erativ e ef­ 
fort, in quick touch with the markets 
for foodstuffs. 
The farm ers and the 
gov ernment will henceforth work to­ 
gether as real p artners in this field, 
where we now begin to see our way 
v ery clearly and where many intelli­ 
gent p lans are already ^eing p ut into 
ex ecution. 
The treasury of the Uni­ 
ted States has, by a timely and well- 
considered distribution of its dep os­ 
its, facilitated the mov ing of the crop s 
in the p resent season and p rev ented 
the scarcity of av ailable funds too oft­ 
en ex p erienced at such times. But 
we m ust not allow ourselv es to de­ 
p end up on ex traordinary ex p edients. 
We must add the means by which the 
'arm er may make his credit constant- 


Obiig a tio ns to Territo ries. 
These are all m atters of v ital do­ 
mestic concern, and besides them, out­ 
side the charmed circle of our owm 
national life in which our affections 
command us, as w’ell as our con­ 
sciences, there stand out our obliga­ 
tions toward our territories ov er sea. 
Here w'e are trustees. 
Porto 
Rico, 
Haw’ali, the Philip p ines, are ours, once 
regarded as mere p ossessions, are no 
longer to be selfishly ex p loited; they 
are p art of the domain of p ublic con­ 
science and of serv iceable and enlight­ 
ened statesmanship . We must admin­ 
ister them for the p eop le who liv e in 
them and with the same sense of re­ 
sp onsibility to them as toward our 
ow’n p eop le in our domestic affairs. No 
doubt W’e shall successfully enough 
bind Porto Rico and the Hawaiian is­ 
lands to ourselv es by ties of justice 
and affection, but the p erformance of 
our duty toward the Philip p ines is a 
more difficult and debatable m atter. 
We can satisfy the obligations of gen- 


•rou* Justice toward the p eop le of 
Porto Hico by giv ing them the amp le 
and familiar rights and p riv ileges ac­ 
corded our own citizens In our own 
territory and our obligaUons toward 
the p eop le of Hawaii by p erfecting the 
p rov isions of self-gov ernment already 
granted theqa. but in the Philip p ines 
we must go further. 
We must hold 
steadily In view their ultim ate inde­ 
p endence, and we m ust mov e toward 
the time of that 
indep endence 
as 
steadily as the way can be cleared 
and the foundations thoughtfully and 
p ermanently laid. 
Acting under the authority coo. 
ferred up p n the p resident by congress, 
I hav e already accorded the p eop le of 
the islands a majority In both houses 
of their legislativ e body by ap p ointing 
five instead of four nativ e citizens to 
the membership of the commission. I 
believ e that In this 
way 
we 
shall 
make p roof of their cap acity In coun­ 
sel and their sense of the resp onsibil­ 
ity In the ex ercise of p olitical p ower, 
and that the success of this step will 
be sure to clear our view for the step s 
which are to follow. 
Step by step 
we should ex tend and p erfect the sy s­ 
tem of self-gov ernment in the islands,^ 
making test of them and modify ing 
them as ex p erience discloses 
their 
successes and their failures; that we 
should more and more p ut under the 
control of the nativ e citizens of the 
archip elago the essential Instruments 
of their life, their local instrum entali­ 
ties of gov ernment, their schools, all 
the common interests of their commu­ 
nities, and so by counsel and ex p eri­ 
ence set up a gov ernment which all 
the w’orld will see to be suitable to a 
p eop le w’hose affairs are under their 
ow’n control. 
Territo ria l Rig hts fo r Ala ska . 
A duty faces us with regard to Alas­ 
ka which seems to me v ery p ressing 
and v ery imp erativ e; p erhap s I should 
say a double duty , for it concerns both 
the p olitical and the material dev elop ­ 
ment of the territory . 
The p eop le a 
Alaska should be giv en the full terri­ 
torial form of gov ernment, and Alai 
ka, as a storehouse, should be un 
locked. 
One key to it is a sy stem oil 
railway s. 
These 
the 
gov ernment 
should itself build and administer, anc 
the p orts and term inals it should itse 
control in the interest of all who wish 
to use them for the serv ice and de­ 
v elop ment of the country and its p eo­ 
p le. 
But the construction of railw’ay s is 
only the first step ; is only thrusting 
in the key to 
the 
storehouse 
anc 
throw’ing back the lock and op ening 
the door. How the temp ting resources 
of the country are to be ex p loited is 
another matter, to w’hich I shall take 
the liberty of from time to time cal 
ing y our attention, for it is a p olicy 
which must be worked out by well- 
considered states, not up on theory , 
but up on lines of p ractical ex p ediency . 
It is p art of our general p roblem or 
conserv ation. 
We hav e a freer hand 
in working out the p roblem in Alaska 
than in the states of the Union; and 
y et the p rincip le and object are the 
same, w herev er we touch It. We must 
use the resources of the country , not 
lock them up . There need be no con­ 
flict or jealousy as between state anc 
federal authorities, for there can be 
no essential difference of p urp ose be­ 
tween them. 
The resources in ques­ 
tion must be used, but not destroy ed 
or wasted; used, but not monop olized 
up on any narrow idea of indiv idual 
rights as against the abiding interests 
of communities. That a p olicy can be 
w’orked out by conference and conces­ 
sion W’hich will release these resources 
and y et not jeop ard 
or 
dissip ate 
them, I for one hav e no doubt; and it 
can be done on lines of regulation 
which need be no less accep table to 
the p eop le and gov ernments of the 
states concerned than to the p eop le 
and gov ernment of the nation at large, 
whose heritage these resources are. 
W'e must bend our counsels to this 
end. 
A common p urp ose ought to 
make agreement easy . 
Three or four m atters of sp ecial im­ 
p ortance and significance I beg that 
y ou will p ermit me to mention in clos­ 
ing. 
Our bureau of mines ought to be 
equip p ed and emp owered to render 
ev en more effectual serv ice than It 
renders now’ in imp rov ing the condi­ 
tions of mine labor and making the 
mines more economically p roductiv e 
as well as more safe. This is an all- 
imp ortant p art of the work of con­ 
serv ation; and the conserv ation of 
human life and energy lies ev en near­ 
er to our interest than the p reserv a­ 
tion from w’^aste of our material re­ 
sources.

SCALP ITCHED AND BURNED 


It requires a y ard and a quarter to 
make a rose if the p etals are not 
double. 
This is cut into lengths of 
two and a half inches each, or a little 
more. 
Each p etal is gathered at the 
bottom and turned back at the up p er 
edges. 
The edges are 
tacked 
into 
p lace with inv isible stitches. 
The stam ens at the center from a 
millinery rose, core fastened 
at one 
end 
of a 
heav y silk cov ered wire, 
W’hich Is to be w’ired for the stem. 
The p etals are p laced about this cen­ 
ter and tacked to the stem w’ith silk 
thread. 
Millinery rose foliage in v elv et is 
mounted w’ith the rose and the stem is 
finally w’ound with narrow v elv et rib­ 
bon in green. 
A bolt of baby ribbon in v elv et and 
in a v iolet color will be required to 
make the bunch of v iolets. Each flow­ 
er is simulated by a double p air of 
loop s, each a half to three-quarters of 
an inch deep . 
Sp ool wire, cov ered 
W’ith green silk, is wound about the 
middle of the tiny bow w’hich simu­ 
lates the blossom. It holds the loop s 
in p lace and p rov ides the stem. When 
the entire bolt has been made up , the 
blossoms are massed together in a 
bunch and the stems w’ound and cov-

Sta tement Sounds Incredible, but Ex ­ 
periment Will Speedily Demon­ 
stra te It to Be a Fa ct. 
\ 
mmammmwaw 
It seems incredible that 
a beam of 
lig ht sould be made to produce sound, 
but such a thing can be done. A ray 
of sunlig ht is thrown throug h a lens 
on a g lass vessel containing lampblack, 
colored silk or worsted, or any like 
substance. A diBk having slits or open­ 
ing s cut in it is made to revolve swift­ 
ly in this beam of lig ht, so as to “cut 
(t up,” thus causing alternate flashes 
of lig ht and shadow. When one places 
his ear to the g lass vessel he hears 
strang e sounds so long as the flashing 
.beam falls upon the vessel. 
A still more extraordinary effect is 
^produced when the beam of sunlig ht is 
Tuade to pass throug h a prism, so as to 
produce what is called the solar spec­ 
trum . The disk is turned and the col­ 
ored lig ht of the rainbow is made to 
break throug h it. 
Now, if the ear be 
pl&oed to the vessel containing the silk 
or other m aterial, as the colored lig hts 
* %t the spectrum fall upon it sounds

The Devil’s 
slide in Montana, Bhown in the ilius-. 
tration, is near the Yellowstone Na­ 
tional park, a g reat troug h pitching 
down Connabar mountain of the Gal­ 
latin rang e, formed by two hug e paral­ 
lel knife-blade ridg es of white quartz- 
ite. 
The space between these two 
almost vertical backbones is quite nar­ 
row and constitutes a vertical chute 
ending in a small lake at the baVe of 
the slide into which the devil was 
supposed to plung e at the ¿end of his 
tobog g an ride. 
The Colorado Devil’s 
slide is an exceeding ly steep slope on 
the alm ost perpendicular sides of the 
Gunnison canyon. 
The rock here is 
entirely devoid of veg etation and the 
“slide”'is quite unclimbable. Any per­ 
son, devil or otherwise, starting at the 
top would certainly reach the bottom 
and plung e into the foaming Gunnison 
river in record time.

LOOKING INTO A PEOPLE’S HELL— THE LOT OF THE BRIT­ 
ISH LABORER. . 


London,

land.—A new old 
world is in the 
making. 
Tomor­ 
row's nations are 
to 
be 
different 
from the nations 
that 
we 
know 
t o d a y . 
H o w 
d i f f e r e n t 
and 
why ? The answer 
to the inquiry is, 
to a degree, 
in 
the 
constructive 
movements which 
stir today s world 
with large unrest 
and larger hope. 
Out 
of 
today ’s 
agony tomorrow’s 
world 
is 
born. 
But bofore deal­ 
ing with the con­ 
structive 
movements 
let 
us 
look 
at some of the conditions which have 
given birth to great reforms in the 
British Isles. 
Doctor 
J owett, 
famous 
British 
preacher, now of New York, said in 
a recent sermon in Birmingham that 
the tourist mood was not the medium 
for discovering the changing secrets 
of a country . 
The tourist did not see 
a people; he saw’ only their ward­ 
robe, the outward 
appeaarance 
of 
their cupboard. 
“ The tourist wants 
the picturesque; he doesn’t want to 
look into a people’s 
hell,” 
Doctor 
J owett criecu 
“ He doesn’t want the 
smell of deith -tragedy , if y ou like, 
but old tragecy ; all the blood must 
be dry .” “ See the life of the common 
people, the slums in town and coun­ 
try and what is being done for and by 
them to make conditions different,” 
wrcie Dr. Ray mond Weeks, professor 
of romance languages 
at 
Columbia 
university . 
This letter, in part reply , 
seeks to show’ something of the Brit­ 
ish laborer’s life and of the life of 
the British unemploy ed. 
The inside 
of the cupboard, for thousands daily , 
is literally bare. 
Life, in its color, is curiously like 
the color of the coins in Great Brit- 


and those whose work though regular 
is ill-paid; fourth, the regularly em­ 
ploy ed and fairly paid working class 
of all grades; fifth, lower and upper 
middle .class and all above this level. 
In every 100 persons in London 69 
by this estimate are placed in com­ 
fort in the fourth and fifth classes 
and 31 in poverty in the first three 
classes. 
This condition is not peculiar to 
London. 
It may be seen by even the 
most casual traveler who goes out of 
the narrow’ beaten track of the “ per­ 
sonally conducted” tourist in Liver­ 
pool, Birmingham, Dublin, Glasgow’, 
Manchester, Leeds, in any of the more 
populous cities of the United King­ 
dom. Nor is the presence of drink the 
primary cause of this distress, but the 
absence of food. 
Poverty , with the 
great majority , is not a 
result 
of 
drunkenness, but drunkenness is a 
result of poverty . 
Low wages and 
unemploy ment—this is the universal 
testimony by those who have studied 
the question at first-hand in these dis­ 
tricts we are now’ traversing—are the 
primary cause of slums. 
“Home” cn $1.50 Per Week. 
A visit to an East London home is a 
revelation to the most hardened slum- 
w’orker—if the term “ home” may be 
applied to the 
ill-furnished 
single 
crowded room on a back alley . 
“ But 
how do these people live? ” is the in­ 
voluntary inquiry . A single budget 
of ex penses in this room will answer 
for many . 
It is the actual budget of 
a mother w’ho, working at home in 
this single room—w'hich 
is 
dining­ 
room, kitchen, sleeping room, work­ 
shop, all—for the pitiful 
wage 
of 
$1.50 a week, is the sole support of 
herself and little daughter. 
For rent 
ol the room she paid 50 cents a wreek 
and for her other housekeeping ex ­ 
penses for the week: tea, one-quarter 
pound, four cents; sugar, two pounds, 
six cents: flour, three cents; oatmeal, 
three cents; margarine, substitute for 
butter, one-half pound, seven cents; 
six eggs, chipped, seven cents; ham, 
five cents; coals, six 
cents;

The slaughter 
of 
the infants is follow’ed by the robbery 
of a great part of the life of those 
* who survive. 
Let us compare South­ 
w ark with Hampstead, a middle-class 
district where many Americans 1o q . , 3 
and B rito ns live. 
Not mere rhetoric 
bu t figu res from the official reports 
present the damning difference. 
Ac­ 
co rding to these reports the Hamp­ 
stead ch ild at b irth has fifty y ears’ 
ex pectancy of life, 
the 
Southwark 
ch ild o nly thirty -five y ears—fourteen 
y ears less to li\e. 
The same figures 
sh o w' that the S o u th w ark child who 
lives to be 
tw enty 
y ears old has 
eigh t y ears less 
of life 
ex pectancy 
than th e H am pstead child 
of 
the 
same y ears. Not only does slaughter 
of the infants ex ist but lessen in g of 
the lives of the grow’n-ups. 
This ex ­ 
cessive w aste of infant life is asso­ 
ciated with immaturity of birth, due 
to 
so cial conditions, 
overcrow’ding 
poverty , and the industrial employ ­ 
ment o f married women. 
Poverty is the portion of the East 
Londoner. 
In all London there 
are 
daily 20,000 unemploy ed, 
absolutely 
without 
work 
though 
seeking 
it. 
Nearly one-third of the entire popula­ 
tion live in poverty of various de­ 
grees. 
If Infant mortality is escaped, 
life is to many grown-ups cruel as 
death. Charles Booth divides all Lon­ 
don population 
into 
five 
classes: 
first, the lower class, occasional la­ 
borers, loafers and some criminals; 
second, the very poor, casual labor, 
hand-to-mouth 
ex istence, 
chronic 
want; third, the poor, including alike 
those whose earnings are small be- 
cfcu.S' 3 of irregularity of employ ment 


cents; 
sundries, 
six 
cents. 
The 
weekly total came to 
about 
$1.20, 
leaving 30 cents a week for clothing 
and other ex penses. 
And this is a sample budget of the 
poor who, among the less well paid, 
are fairly well-to-do! 
No word pic­ 
ture could more vividly present the 
poverty of the working woman in the 
slum districts of Great Britain’s great 
cities. 
In the United ’Kingdom the sy stem 
of death duties, or inheritance tax es, 
as they are termed in 
the 
United 
State, ex ists by w’hich the w’ealth of 
all who die passes under the state 
review. 
Every estate of $500 and up­ 
wards comes within the 
tax 
limit. 
In the last reported y ear 69 9 ,533 per­ 
sons died, of whom no less than 632,- 
000 w’ere too poor to be tax ed. 
Laborers Flee Farms. 
Let us look into the lot of the rural 
laborer. 
It might almost 
be 
said 
there are no rural laborers. 
In every 
small village, on every farm w’e hear 
the complaint that the laborers are 
leaving the land. 
Harvests are un­ 
gathered this month at the proper 
time because of scarcity of “ farm­ 
hands.” 
The rural cottages we see 
are the homes of old people. 
In a 
half-dozen visited In Ox fordshire there 
was not a man unde, six ty y ears of 
age. 
The y oung flee to the towns* to 
Canada, to the British colonies or to 
the United States. 
No farm laborer 
wishes his son to remain on the land. 
Houses are difficult to obtain. 
Low 
w ages and the dearth of cottages dis­ 
courage y oung people from marriage. 
The y oung laborer may get only $4.50 
a w’eek in the big town, which is the 
ordinary wage in this locality , but he 
has the chance of a home for his 
y oung w4ie, society and the oppor­ 
tunity of being something more than 
a farm laborer. 
$2.50 Weekly for Family of Five. 
As a working woman’s weekly bud­ 
get of housekeeping! ex penses 
has 
been given, let us 
ex amine 
some 
specimen budgets of the living of the 
rural laborer. For this I am indebted 
to Mr. Seebohm Row’ntree. 
The bud­ 
get is from Ox fordshire, w’here the 
historic and beautiful university city 
of Ox ford is the county -town. 
It is 
the budget of a family of five, a farm 
laborer, his wife and three children. 
Tb© total week1*' 
^ |n gs aiare $2.50. 


The rent of the cottage and garden 
is $15 a y ear. 
The man is “ a thor­ 
oughly 
sober 
fellow, 
who neither 
drinks nor smokes and who bears a 
good character for industry .” 
The 
wife “ trusts to /pa rity for the chil­ 
dren’s clothes and makes and remakes 
any thing given to her 
with 
great 
skill.” 
She has not had a new dress 
herself in the thirteen y ears of her 
married life. 
In times when wr^rk is 
not to be had the family is forced 
on the parish poor fund. 
Condensed 
milk is used. 
“ We haven’t had any 
new milk in the 
house 
for 
seven 
y ears.” said the W’ife. 
This is not an 
ex ceptional 
case. 
The cab driver at Leamington pointed 
out his tiny home, in 
which 
had 
grown up eleven children, four now 
out in service, he proudly said, and 
counted himself fortunate because his 
earnings 
averaged 
six 
dollars 
a 
week. 
“ My wife helps out a lot with 
sewing and washing and I w’ork in 
the garden after dark.” 
Budget for Railway Worker's Family. 
Here 
is 
another 
housekeeper’s 
budget. * Her husband is a railway 
car washer 
ife.50 for six day s’ 
work and 
|f f jfpeven day s’ work. 
He pay s a ll. 
to his wife. There 
are three chh^i'en. 
This is how the 
$5.25 
is ex pended: 
Rent, $1.75; cloth­ 
ing (two weeks), 50 cents; insurance 
(two weeks), 37 cents; 
coal 
and 
wood, 38 cents; coke, six cents; gas, 
20 cents; soap and soda, 10 cents; 
matches, two cents; balance for food 
for five persons, two dollars a week. 
How can five persons live on two dol­ 
lars a week for food? This is the bill 
of fare with its w’eekly cost: 
Eleven loaves, 70 cents; flour, 11 
cents; meat, 45 cents; potatoes and 
greens, 19 cents; butter, 12 
cents; 
jam, 6 cents; tea 12 cents; sugar, 
8 cents; cocoa, 8 cents; suet, 4 cents; 
and condensed milk, 8 cents. 


Women Made Insane on Farm«. 
It Is the women who have to bear 
the largest share of this burden in 1 
Great Britain as every where. 
“ In ; 
nine cases out of ten where there Is 
ex treme poverty ,” said Mr. George Ed­ 
wards, the secretary of the Agricul­ 
tural Laborers’ union, “ the woman 
starves first. 
She thinks first of her 
husband and her children. 
As a re­ 
sult of chronic underfeeding we have 
a very large percentage of insanity 
among the women on the farms. 
I 
am on the asy lum committee of the 
Norfolk county council and we have 
more than 300 farm wives in our care. 
I attribute this large number to the 
anx iety necessitated in making both 
ends meet and to the poor food.” 
A 
Yorkshire 
woman, 
whose 
husband 
earns $4.50 a w’eek, said: 
“ When I 
have seen other children In warm 
clothing and mine jealous, 
then 
I 
haven’t know’n what to say . 
I know’ 
our master wasn’t rich. 
We have 
got a roof to cover us and he hadn’t 
where to lay his head, 
so 
I 
dare­ 
say it’s all for the best. But they say 
English people ought to be strong and 
brave and I don’t know’ how’ they ex ­ 
pect them—living as they do—to be 
strong and brave and cheerful.” 
“ It may be taken as an established 
fact,” said Mr. Rowntree, “ that a fam­ 
ily of five persons, whose total w’eekly 
income does not ex ceed five dollars 
and w’hose rent is 50 cents, is living 
below’ 
the 
poverty 
line.” 
Which 
means, if the government figures are 
correct, that the majority of English 
farm laborers do not receive w’ages 
sufficient to maintain their families 
in phy sical efficiency . The able-bodied 
male laborer's w’age throughout Eng­ 
land at present averages about $4.50 
and in southern rural England about 
$4.00. 
Unrest Bringing Progress. 
^ There is unrest among the laborers 
in England. 
Low wages and lack of 
opportunity are the chief causes. The 
field is ripe for the harvest of agita­ 
tion unto progress. And this agitation 
has begun and made large headway 
in the last decade, as witness 
the 
grow’th of the Labor party , the adop 
tion of its principles by the Liberals 
and the Liberalizing of the Conserva­ 
tives. 
Few’er people now’ than ever before 
feel that they have done their duty 
when they live as Dives did in Ern­ 
est Bilton’s poem: 
"Now’ Dives daily feasted and was 
gorgeously array ed. 
Not at all because he liked it, but be­ 
cause ’twas good for trade. 
That the people might have calico, he 
clothed himself in silk, 
And surfeited himself on cream that 
they might get the milk; 
He fed five hundred servants that the 
poor, might not lack bread, 
And had his vessels made of gold that 
they might get more lead; 
And e’en to show his sy mpathy with 
the deserving poor, 
He did no useful work himself that 
they might do the more. 
You’ll think this very , very strange, 
but then of course, y ou know’, 
’Twas in a far-off country , and a long 
while ago.” 
A story is told of a rich woman ad­ 
dressing an assemblage 
of 
British 
w’orking women on the 
subject 
of 
thrift. 
She rebuked the wives 
of 
workmen for their thriftlessness and 
told them what ex cellent soup could 
be made out of mutton bones. As she 
paused a moment there came a voice 
from the crowd: 
“ What we want to know, mum, is 
who’s had the meat off the bone? ” 
And that’s the land question, upon 
the right solution of which the lot of 
the British laborer 
in 
tomorrow’s 
w’orld depends.

P O S S IB IL IT IE S IN POPCORN. 


Popcorn is a truly delightful dainty 
which has been enjoy ed by small and 
great for ages past. 
As the winter 
evenings approach, which shut us in 
around the cozy fire, we can indulge 
in the pastime, so well beloved by the 
children and their elders as well, of 
popping corn. 
A wire popper over 
coals Is the ideal way of popping corn, 
as one may see the process and watch 
each white, fluffy ball of deliciousness 
prepare itself for its journey “ down 
the little red lane.” 
Cracker J ack is such a favorite with 
the little people that every mother 
should know how to enhance her pop­ 
ularity by being able to prepare it 
The addition of nuts to the following 
recipe will give us the home-made 
Cracker J ack. 
Popcorn Candy.—Put a half cupful 
each of browrn and white sugar into a 
saucepan, add a tablespoonful of vin­ 
egar and a quarter of a cup of water 
with a tablespoonful of butter when 
the candy has cooked to the hard ball 
stage. 
Pour this boiling hot over a 
dish of freshly -popped corn, w’ith all 
the hard kernels removed. Stir while 
pouring, so that each kernel is well 
coated over. 
Popcorn Ball«.—Take three-quarters 
of a cupful each of brow’n and white 
sugar, half a cupful of molasses and 
half a cupful of water and a table­ 
spoonful of vinegar. 
Add 
a table­ 
spoonful of butter, 
and butter 
the 
saucepan before adding the ingredi­ 
ents. 
Let this boil without stirring 
until it makes a hard ball when a bit 
is dropped in water. 
When it spins 
a thread, add a quarter of a cupful of 
butter. 
J u^t before taking off add a 
fourth of a teaspoonful of soda; pour 
in a fine stream over th. popcorn, stir­ 
ring to have it evenly mix ed. 
Take 
up handfuls of the corn and press into 
balls, dipping the hands into water 
each time to keep them froiq sticking. 
Work quickly , before the mass hard­ 
ens. 
Keep the balls in a cold place, 
as they soften and become tough in a 
warm room. Wrap in wax ed paper. 
Buttered Popcorn.—Into a deep ket­ 
tle with a close-fitting lid, put twro ta­ 
blespoonfuls of lard or butter, or half 
of each. When the fat is melted, add 
a half cup of corn; stir until the com 
Is evenly coated with fat, and then 
put on the lid, shaking the pan all the 
while.

to do with insanity , 
since 
insan­ 
ity and unsoundness of mind are not 
convertible terms. No 
one 
should 
dare call a man insane until his con­ 
duct has been found disordered. That, 
of course, does not mean “ disorderly 
conduct” in the police court meaning. 
Disorder of mind and 
of 
conduct, 
coupled, usually , by a third disorder 
of brain function, would be true insan­ 
ity . 
If to these a forth element be 
added, such as poisoning, my x oedema, 
gout; specific fever, Graves's disease 
then a new diagnosis is needed to as­ 
certain whether the “ insanity ” is not 
really a delirium of the more com­ 
prehensive disease.
